HAZEN’S BELIEF. 


The Signal Service General Talks 
About Lieut. Greely, 


Confident that He will Return Home Safe 
—The Arctic Commander’s Brave Little 
Wife—The Tobacco Tax Rebate. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 24.—Gen, Hazer 
speaks very hopefully regarding Lieutenant 
Greely, and the prospects of bis getting 
through the winter. He has studied the 
matter pretty thoroughly since his return 
from the West, as he had already before the 
vessel was fitted out, and he thinks there is 
no serious ground for alarm. I don't think 
that there is any doubt that we shall find 
Greely and bis men all right next spring 
when we send for them, he said to your 
correspondent. “Of course I don’t mean by 
that that some of the party may not have met 
witli death from accident or from natural 
causes, as they might have done here, but 
that their condition there is not as bad as 
many people suppose, Iam satisfied. I con- 
fidently expect that they will be found alive 
and well next summer, and that it will then 
be seen that all the alarm and anxiety felt 
on their account has been toa great extent 
without occasion.“ 

But will they have enough to eat during 


this long cold winter?” asked your corre- 
spondent. 

“I don’t think there is any doubt about 
that,” was the reply. “The country there 
abounds in game peculiar to that region, 
such as seal, walrus and other animals, and I 
have no doubt that Greely has laid in a eup- 
ply against a day of possible need. He is a 
very prudent and careful man, and, secing 
that the ice was not likely to give us a 
chance to help him, he doubtless made pro- 
vision fer the winter, and with the provi- 
sions he must have and what game he may 
be able to pick up during the winter and 
what he has already, I don’t think there is 
any reasonabie doubt as to his ability to 
make a comfortable winter of it.”’ 

“Comfurtable is a pretty large word for 
that country under any circumstances, is it

Ray, who has just returned from 
Point Barrow on the same duty that Greely 
is on, said to me only to-day that he did not 
think there was any cause for alarm about 
Greely’s situation.

170 of these crude drugs aud exciudes many 
tuat are used to a larger extent than some of 
these maintained, 
crude drugs must be coutroiied by the phar- 
macist, for the root-diagers, the jobbers and 
the commission druggists are, as a class, in- 
experienced and careless. The pharmacis: 
depends mainly on the -pharmwacopeaia for 
tull descriptions of these drugs, aud hence it 
should be very careful in its descriptions. 
The pharmacop@.a made a mistake in ex- 
ciuding descriptions of certain drugs 
situply because in the opinion of some of the 
editors of the pharmacvcpia their relative 
value was not as great as that of others. 
This should be left to the profession gener- 
ally. Descriptions of all drugs in use by 
professional pharmagists should be given 
without commenting upon their relative 
value or remedial effects. The lecturer then 
mentioned many drugs that in his opinion 
should receive a Diace in the pharmaceepia. 
U aiess it described all drugs in use its value 
as an authority was liable to be impaired, 
He concluded by saying that so many veg- 
etable drugs are in use, and so many of trem 
are defective, damaged or Worthless, it 
should be the especial ubject of the Phar- 
macupeeia to give such a deseription of these 
drugs tuat the pharmacist reading it could 
readily determine whether the specimens 
passing through his hands were genuine or 
spurious.

THE DISSENTING JUSTICE, 

Mr. Justice HARLAN, having been the 
only member of the Supreme Court who dis- 
sented from the recent civil rights decision, 
the Kentucky papers have republished a 
string of resolutions written by him and re- 
ported by a committee of which he was a 
member to a mass meeting in Frankfor6, 
Ky.. February 26, 1866. * 

These resolutions, however, are only a 
part of the record whien Gen. Joun N. 
HARLAN, now of the United States Supreme 
Court, made as a stalwart opponent of the 
Republican party and ef all its reconstruc- 
tion measures up to the nomination of Gen. 
GRANT in 1868, or rather up to the time 
when it became apparent that Gen. GRANT 
would be elected over Seymore. As a 
recognized leader of what was called the 
“Union Democratic party“ ef Kentucky. 
Gen. HARLAN supported MvuCLELLAN 
against LINcoLx in 1864, opposed the 
amendment abolishing slavery, bitterly 
denounced the reconstruction policy, and 
was a red-hot champion of ANDREW 
Jounson and his policy just prior to 
the nomination of Gen. Grant. Having 
been beaten in the effort to get a corner on 
Demcecrat.e nominations in Kentucky, he 
led a third party side-show till he sold it out 
to the Republicans in 1868 and became their 
nominee for Governor in the next State elec- 
tion, with all the Federal patronage for Ren- 
tucky at his disposal. : 

As he is now the only Judge on the Su- 
preme Bench who denounced the Fourteenth 
Amendment and opposed its adoption, he is 
the only one disposed to give it a revolution- 
ary construction. His judicial colleagues 
who were Republicans when he was a Dem- 
ocrat, have never seen in the Fourteenth 
Amendment the monstrous and revolution- 
ary thing {which he has always tried to 
make out of it.

A FewStreet Railway Statistics—The Last 
Reports Filed with the City Register. 


The decision of the Court of Appeals yes- 
terday affirming the judgment pronounced in 
the First District Police Court against the St. 
Louis Railroad Company, fining that corpor- 
ation 8500 for neglecting to make the quar- 
terly reports to the City Register ordered by 
the city ordinances, was a genuine surprise to 
the street railways. It has been generally sup- 
posed that the decision of the Court of Crim- 


inal Correction would be practically final tu 
the premises. The ordinance under which the 
fine was levied provides that each railway 
shall return to the City Register a quarterly 
statement of the number of passengers cal- 
ried and the nnmber of trips made, under a

appear that any road has carried more than 
eighteen passengers on any one trip the 
Register shall lay information of that 
fact before a Justice of one of the Police 
Courts of St. Louis, — a une of from $300 
to $500 shall be exacted.

These were 
the only roads that were reported. and 
these were the ouly reports that they ever 
made. Mr. Berg stated that after the judg- 
ment of the Court of Criminal Correction re- 
versing the fine imposed, he haa not called 
for the report, but that he intended taking 
legal advice upon the situation to-day, and 
seeing in what shape the Appeals Court 
decision left his duties. The two 
reports filed showed that during 
the three months named the Beuton- 
Bellefontaine Road carried 527,585 passen- 

ers in 46,736 trips, and the St. Louis carried 

10,770 passangels; trips not given. 

WHAT THE FIFTH STREET ROAD MUST PAY. 

Tue ordinance (No. 12,477) approved Murch 
28. 1883, fur the special ordering of the St. 
Louis Street Railroad Company, provides, 
among other things: 

Section 3. In consideration of the rights 
and privileges granted by this ordinance to 
the St. Louis Riilroad Company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, said company agrees to 
and will pay to the city of St. Louis, on the 
first days of January-and July in each year, 
beginning with the first day of January A, 
D. 1884, to and including the year 1903, the 
sum of $2,500, and for each and every year 
aiter the year 1903, and until the expiration 
of the time tor which the rights hereby 
graute are continued by this 
ordinance the sum of $4,000, 
the tirst days of January and July in each ot 
said years which shall be in addition to ail 
taxes as nov or hereafter prescribed by law. 
This ordinance shall be and remain in force 
and eflect for the term, of thirty years from 
and after its approvalf but a failure on the 
part of said company or its successors or as- 
sigus,to pay any instailment aforesaid within 
sixty days after the same becomes due and 
. payable sball render this ordinance void, and 
ali the rights and franchises hereby granted, 
confirmed and extended to the St. Louis 
Railroad Company shall revert to tue city of 
St. Louis. 

And the following, which has never been 
obeved: 

“Sec. 7. The first car starting from the 
north terminus and south terminus shall be 
a smoking car, and thereafter during the day 
and night every third car shall be a sinoking- 
car, except open cars, When smoking will be 
allowed on the rear seats designated by the 
Railroad Company. ‘There shall be placed 
in a conspicuous place in plain letters, 
“smoking-car,”’ either painted on the car, or 
a sign attached to the car. Non-smoking- 
cars shall have in plafn letters, “no smvua- 
ing, marked or painted on them. Every 
car upon this line shall have a front and rear 
platform and be drawn by no less than two 
animais, and each car snall have a driver 
and conductor between Salisbury and Wyo- 
ming streets.“ 

THE TAXES. 

Under the law as at present administered 
the railroads pay a veuicie license of $25 
upon each car, and besides that the same per- 
centage upon their realty and personalty. This 
vehicie lieense amounts to 89,225 on ail the 
roads. Several attempts have been made to 
find out what volume of business the roads 
were doing, in order that the value of the 
franchise given away miglit be ascertained, 
but so far these efforts have been sucerss- 
fully resisted by the companies. ‘The equip- 
ment of each road, as reported to the As- 
sessor and the Collector, is as follows:

Knowledge vs. Pedantry. 
St. Lovis. October 13, 1883, 
To the Editor or the Post-Dispatch: 


When-the question of dropping spelling from 


the list of studies pursued at school is once 
fairly before the public, one of the most powerful 
arguments in favor of the change will doubtiéss 
be the fact zhat so much time is consumed in 
teaching this stupid nonsense. In this city 
chiidren confinue at school on the average, I be- 
lieve, about three years. That a large part of 
this time—too short to give them anything but a 
mere smattering of what every boy and girl 
ought to be taught—should be frittered away in 
teaching them simply how to conform to a ridicu- 
lous fashion is bad enough, but itis not all. 
To the time wasted at school in teying to master 
this dreary pedantry must be added the enor- 
mous aggregate of time necessarily spent in after- 
life by every one that wishes to conform to the 
prevalling fashion in spelling. Not only is it nec- 
essary to refresh oue's memory continually as to 
the confused ana chaotic spelling of familiar 
words, but from the fact there is no established 
connection between spelling and pronunciation it 
is necessary to refer to the dictionary for the pro- 
nuncintion of every unfamiliar word one meets in 
reading. There are two facts that should be kept 
in mind In this discussion. One is that in the En- 
clish language the spelling is so misleading that 
itisnever to be depended on asa guide to the 
pronunciation of words. One can only guess, 
with a strong probability of guessing wrongs 
how to pronounce a new word one sees in print, 


and, as one who reads much meets a large num 


ber of such words, the amount of time needlessly 
spent in turning the pages of the dietionary is 
very great. Needlessly, Isay, and that brings 
me to the second point. There is no good reason 
why spelling should not be, excepting accent, a 
perfect guide to pronunciation, he nut: ber of 
distinct soundsin the language is known, and 
they are not so numerous as to make it im- 
practicable to assign a separate and distinct char- 
acter to each sound and to express a given sound 
invariably by the Same character. Such 
a reform is perfectly feasible. It is 
not only perfectly feasible, but to 
one who ts able to divest himself of the supersti- 
tious reverence for the prevailing fashion of speil- 
ing (the result of the infinite painsitaken to teach 
it at school), and to look at the matter from the 
stanapoint of coinmon sense, it Ils simply astound- 
ing that the reform is noi alreadyjan accomplished 
fact. But we have never looked at the matter 
from the standpoint of common sense. Authority, 
custom, tradition, the ex mple of great names, 
printed books, pedantry, laziness, stupidity, tne 
capital invested in the publishing trade—these, 
and not common sense, are what have perpetu- 
ated so long the contemptible tyranny of the pre- 
vailing fashion of speliing. If we were free to 
choose in the matter the present 
fashion would stand no chance whatever in 
éompetition with a rational, common sense sys- 
tem of spelling, with a letter for each sound, and 
a given sound represented Invariably by the same 
letter. indeed it is no exaggeration to say that 
nobody but an idiot or a lunatic would propose 
such a system as the present. That a large r- 
tion of the time of every child at school should be 
put to the ignobie use of perpetuating a senseless 
and despicable tyrrany, unworthy of a civilized 
people, is a fact perfectly in harmony with the 
spirit of the ages of intellectual slavery, but not 
atall wifh the spirit of an age of intellectual 
emancipation, H,

The illustrations and accompanying de- 
scriptive matter published to-day will give 
the general public some clear appreciation 
of the magnitude of the Exposition and Mu- 
sic Hall, which in less than a year will be 
thrown open to the public. After many 
months of steady and hard work, the plans 
for this mammoth palace to be reared in 
honor of commerce and art. were not defi- 


nitely agreed upon until within a few days 


go. Mr. J. B. Legg, the architect, has 
worked in harmony with Messrs. Kennard, 
Davis, Hays, Houser, -Turner and Simmons, 
composing the building committee. Haste 
has been made slowly, and the wisdom of the 
course will be apparent when the real con- 
venlence and completion of the structure 
is understood, as it can be by 
a study of the ground plans and cross section 
given here. The idea of buildinga down- 
town Exposition, not as a rival in any sense 
of the Fair, but intended to fill an entirely 
different field, has been agitated for some 
years. The necessity’ of a large hall, Yo 
which orations, saengerfests, mammoth 
mass meetings, national conventions and 
similar gatherings could be held, had long 
been appreciated in St. Louis, and the mat- 
ter has taken several forms in several years. 
Encouraged by the success of other cities in 
combining the music hall and exposition 
features, it was determined to give the busi- 
ness community an opportunity to em- 
bark in such an enterprise. Messrs. 
Samuel Kennard, Joseph W. Sper- 
ry, E. O. Stanard, Charles H. Turner, 
and Henry V. Lucas were pioneers of the 
movement. They called a meeting at the 
Mercantile Club early in February, which 
was attended by about twenty prominent 
business men. The ball was set in motion. 


i With a single exception—the Missouri Re- 


publican—the newspapers took the matter 
in hand,-and inaugurated for it a boom such 
asno enterprise has ever received in St. 
Louis. It was desired that the stock sub- 
scription amount to $500,000. There was no 
difficulty experienced in securing signatures 
for the amount, in fact the total reached was 
$30,000 in excess of the amount called for. 
The temporary forganization, effected on 
April 14, called forthe payment of one-half 
the stock in order that incorporation ar-

the architects of the country in the prepara- 

tion of plans for the building. After consid- 

ering various methods of competition, it was 
at last concluded to appropriate $6,000 for 
premiums to be divided into twelve of $500 
each. Five architects living in Eastern cities 
were to be specially invited to prepare plans, 
for which they would be arbitrarily paid 
$500. All St. Louis architects were invited 
to compete, with the understanding that the 
seven most meritorious should receive $500 
premium. The others were to receive noth- 
ing. All the plans were to become the proper- 
ty of the association. July 1 was the date 
upon which entries were closed, when it was 
found that seven foreigners and thirty-one 
local architects had gone into the competi- 
tion. Then commenced a season of work for 
the directors. They met three and four 
times a week, during the hot summer 
months. and studied the plans with the aid 
of experts. 

THE CLosENEs# Or THE COMPETITION, 
which gradually narrowed down totwo or 
three architects, willbe recalled. It seemed 
almost impossible to decide, but the public 
were not at all surprised when it was given 
out that J. B. Legg had been selected as the 
architect. There was stilla great deal of 
work todo. Mr. Legg’s original plan had met 
with much favor, but there were points of 
excellence in a number of the accepted plans 
which it was desirous of incorporating. Mr. 
Legg and the building committee went to 
work in earnest, and after nearly two 
months’ almost constant labor produced the 
building of which the Posr-DisrAron takes 
pleasure to-day in presenting the plans. The 
structure is to cost $400,000, and will be 
erected under the constant supervision of 
Mr. Legg and the building committee. The 
capital stock of the association was, by vote 
of the stockholders, increased to $600,000. 
The extra 8100, 000 is not to be put in the build- 
ing, as the public seem to think, but is for the 
equipment of the building with machinery, 
the purchase of detached property on which 
to locate the boilers, engine and heating ap- 
paratus, and to cover extra and unforeseen 
expenses. The excavations are about com- 
pleted. and the contractor for the rubble ma- 
sonry has commenced work. The building 
will be completed next fall, and will be 
formally opened during Fair week 
in October, under the auspices of 
the Veiled Prophet. Impressive and mystic 
ceremonies will be followed by the usual 
grand bail in honor of the potentate. Subse- 
quently the grand military pall, 
following the Trade pageant, and 
the tableaux ef the Veiled Prophets will 
The street illumina- 
tion, which has become such a feature of 
Fair week in St. Louis, will be extended out 
Olive street to Fourteenth. 

The engravings of the various plans, which 
were submitted to the Secretary last evening, 
were executed for the Post-DisPpatca by 
the Times Printing House under the di- 
rection of Mr. Cramer, chief of the Art De- 
partment. Considering the circumstances 
attending the work, it being necessary to re- 
dace the plans by photography to the re- 
quired size, the work was executed in a most 
remarkably short space of time, and alto- 
gether is quite a performance, 


St. Louis Exposition and Music - Hall. 

This building will occupy Missouri Park, 
a block of ground fronting 336 feet, 3 inches 
on Olive and St. Charles streets, and 508 feet, 
10 inches on Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets. Off this block of ground ten feet 
will be taken from the south side and added 
to the present width of Olive street. and ten 
feet additional taken off and added to the 
width of sidewalk on Olive street, increas- 
ing the same to a width of twenty-tWo feet. 
The building will be placed thirty feet back 
from the new sidewalk on Olive street, and 
about 6 feet, 9 inches in from the other boun- 
daries of the lot, thus covering an area of 
ground 323 feet east and west, by 455 feet 
north and south. The building 
WILL BE THREE STOKIES IN HEIGHT, 
comprising a basement story. twenty feet in 
height, placed wholly above the sidewalk at 
the corner of Olive and Thirteenth streets, 
and as the lot has a rapid rise to Fourteenth 
street, the west side of the basement floor 
will be eleven feet below the sidewalk at the 
foot of Fourteenth street. 

THE MAIN STORY 
throughout will be twenty-five feet in height, 
and the story above same thirty feet high 
on walls to base of roof, trusses with the 
ceiling rising on a line, with roof trusses to a 
point forty feet above the upper floor, and 
under the sides of lantern, and the apex of 
ceiling over naves 60 feet high above upper 
floor, thus giving a height of eighty-five feet 
from main floor to the ceiling over the prin- 
cipal naves in the exposition department, ° 
THE BASEMENT STORY 
throughout, except under Music Hall, will 
be used for the exhibition of machinery and 
heavy mechanical displays, comprising an 
area of floor space of 123,000 square feet, 
thoroughly lighted and ventilated througn 
sixty-four elegant windows eight feet wide 
by thirteen feet four inches high. 
THE MAIN FLOOR 
throughout will be used for general exposi- 
tion purposes, containing an area of 146,000 
square feet of floor space, lighted from the 
roof through two large lanterns, each 30x160 
feet, and one 50x263 feet, in addition to 
sixty-four large elegant windows, each 8x18 
feet, piercing the exterior walls and afford- 
ing a brilliant light well distributed to all 
parts of the building. 
THE UPPER FLOOR, 

containing an area of 88,465 square feet of 
floor space (exclusive of the large light 
shafts, Entertainment Hall and Music Hail 
piercing same), will be used for light ex- 
hibits, painting, sculpture and miscellaneous 
art exhibits, all combined, giving a total of 
357,465 superficial square feet of floor space 
that may be used for exposition purposes, 


The Entrances. 

The Exposition department bas four grand 
entrances, one from Olive street hear 
Thirteenth street, one from Olive street near 
Fourteenth street, one from Thirteenth 
street near the head of Locust street, and 
one from Fourteenth street near the foot of 
Lucas place, all of which are wide, spacious 
entrances, from magnificent flights of mar- 
ble steps thirty feet wide, rising from the 
sidewalk ayn spacious vestibule, * 
the center of which is a grand flight. of 
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flight on each side descending the same 
distance to the basement story, thus forming 


a grand flight of stairs at each entrance lead- 
ing from the basement story to the first 
sto ry, and at the same time affording a di- 
rect entrance to both stories from the streets. 
In addition to these four grand flights of 
stairs hetween the main and basement sto- 
ries are 

TWO WIDE, EASY FLIGHTS OF STAIRS, 
located under the main stairs, leading above 
and to elevator communications alongside of 
same. The main and upper stories are con- 
nected by four elegant flights of stairs dis- 
tributed at theintersection of the Grand 
Nave at the four corners of the large music 
hall, and the two flights of stairs ascending 
from the foyer of the entertainment hall, and 
the two large elevators connecting the sey- 
eral floors, from the Olive street corridors. 


The Music Hall. ° 

The Music Hall is made the leading feat- 
ure of the building, occupying an area of 
120x200 feet, and giving à seating capacity for 
4,000 persons, situated in the center of the 
building east and west, and 65 feet back 
from the Olive street front, giving a magnifi- 
cent foyer 45x80 feet in front of same, witha 
vestibule 20x80 feet, forming the main en- 
trance through a spacious porch 80 feet long, 
forming a grand entrance from Olive street, 
up a flight of marble steps, 80 feet wide, ris- 
ing from the sidewalk to a tiled platform, 
10 feet wide, resting on a terrace 12 steps 
high, from which the flight continues to a 
wide stone platform at the outer line of the 
porch, with a third tier passing 
under the porch and rising to the 
main floor at the main vestibule 
entrance. The thirty feet space between 
the Olive street front and the front side- 
walk forms 

A BEAUTIFUL TERRACE 

about six feet above the level of the street 
and falling with a graceful slope from the 
building, forming a lawn, terminating with a 
massive retaining wall of fine masonry, 
capped with a molded marble coping border- | 
ing the boundaries of the lot, and serving as 
a rest in ascending the three spacious flights 
of marble steps, and their connecting tile 
walks, leading to the Olive street front. 

THE MAIN FLOOR OF THE MUSIC HALL, 
as you enter, is on a level with the main 
tloor of the building and dips fifteen feet, as 
you approach the orchestra, leaving the 
dress circle scooped to the center and slightly 
falling to the front, admitting the parquette 
seats to extend undef same after you pass 
the center of the room, which gives an exit 
to the basement floor from the parquette, and 
to the main floor from the dress circle, 

THE BALCONY 
on wall margins is on a line with the second 
floor of the building, dipping as you approach 
the front, and scooped rapidly to the center, 
from which exits are had in front and sides 
to the second floor. 
THE STAGE . 

has portable seats for 1.000 choristers, rising 
in tiers abruptly above each other, under 
which are wide corridors communicating 
with spacious parlors in the rear, the 
dressing rooms and toilet rooms on 
either side, and the central aisle, through 
which the prima donna reaches the stage as 


if by magie. 
THE GRAND ORGAN. 


just back of the chorister seats, situated 


twelve feet above the stage floor, the grand 
organ is located, rising to the cove line of the 
ceiling and filing the entire rear end of the 


halls. 
THE STAGE 


is designed so that the chorus seats may be 
removed and the proscenium extended with 
flys and scenery added to form of para- 
phernalia, thus adapting the hall for dra- 
matic and operatic entertainments. 
THE NUMEROUS EXITS 
from the hall to the spacious corridors 20x15 
feet on the east and west sides of the same, on 
the basement, main and second floors, and 
the grand foyer on the main and second 
floors in front, give a prominent space cov- 
ering an area of 26,800 superficia] square feet 
of flooring, affording ample room for relaxa- 
tion at intervals during music festivals, and 
giving exits through which to waste an audi- 
ence of 4,000 people in three to five minutes. 
THE FOYER, 

65x80 feet, occupying the upper story of the 
central portion oft he Olive street front, con- 
stitutes the sculptural hall with a dome ceil- 
ing sixty feet high, lighted from the front 
through an ornamental tracery window, and 
connecting east and west through arcade 
partitions with waiting lobbies 40x70 feet, 
supplied with settees and coupling the 
elevator and grand stairs communicating 
from the several floors and the 
art hall for the exhibition orf“ 
paintings east and west of same, extending 
across the entire Olive street front, all com- 
municating in front, with a series of small 
halls, for the display of photographs, bric-a- 
brac work and other art exhibits not coming 
under the head of paintings and sculpture, 


The Entertainment Hall. 

The Entertainment Hall. 65x120 feet, oceu- 
pies the space above the main floor at the cor- 
ner of Fourteenthand St. Charles streets. en- 
tered from Fourteenth street via a wide flight 
of marble steps, rising from the sidewalk, to 
a spacious vestibule connecting with the 
ticket offices and ladies’ and gents’ parlors 
right and left, and a foyer in front, contain- 


‘ing two wide easy flights of jstairs leading to 


the balcony and communicating with the 
main audience room, with a seating eapacity 
for 1,350 persons, with ample stage accom- 
modations, fitted up with dressing rooms, 
parlors, Scenery, and all necessary appurte- 
nances to accommodate the requirements 


for 
ANY KIND OF AN ENTERTAINMENT. 


One of the most meritorious features of the 
building is the facility with which the halls 
and exhibition spaces can be separated from 
one another, each becoming an independent 
department with separate entrances, this 
disposition of the room allowing entertain- 
ments of various kinds to be held in the 
building at the same time, each entirely 
isolated and complete in itself, A glance at 
the plans will readily explain the arrange- 
ment. The main Music Hall, with its grand 
entrance on Olive street, foyers on ‘first and 
second floors, stairway, elevators, 2 
corridors and parlors, dressing and toilet 
rooms, is separated from the exhibition 
portions of the building on the east and 
west by the interior walls of the Thirteenth / 
arteenth street naves and on the 
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. street, across the building. Thus it can be 
used independent and free from annoyance 
of any entertainment or exhibition progress- 
ing-in the naves surrounding it, and at the 
same time be amply provided with the neces- 
sary conveniences and numerous and large 

exits, capable of emptying the hall in a very 
few minutes without creating a crushing 
jam in so doing. 

TH B CONNECTION OF 2 ENTERTAINMENT 
HALL 

‘on Fourteenth and St. Charles streets with 
the building is also so well arranged as to 
allow of its being entirely cut off and used 
separately, leaving the main entrance on 
Fourteenth street, with two large flights of 
stairs leading tothe gallery ticket offices, 
ladies’ and gents’ parlors and lobby, and 
separate stage entrance to the entertainment 

ball, is a large room 32x30 feet, intended for 

a practicing room for choristers, which can 
also be rented for social purposes where but 

a limited number participate. For fairs, 

eburch festivals, dinners and amusements of 

a similar nature, the exhibition department 

en the Thirteenth and Fourteenth street 

navesand grand naye, each witha separate 
entrance, offer facilities unequaled by any 
at present in the city, and, as with the obher 
halls, each can be used independently, thus 
forming two elegant rooms, 80x212 feet, and 
one 100x320 feet. Thus it will be seen that 
this building will not only be an ornament 
to the city anda point of attraction during 
the continuance of the annual exhibits and 
musica! festivals, but will be a center for 
entertainments of all natures the year round, 
and will yielda constant revenue to the 

stockholders. , 

The boiler rooms will be located across the 
street from the building, and here all the 
power employed to run the exhibits iu the 
machinery department, the electric lighting, 
the elevators, and to heat and ventilate the 
entire structure will be generated, by which 
arrangement the heating, lighting and power 
for the building will be furnished without 
any fire being located within the walls, and 
the danger of a conflagration reduced to a 
minimum. 


The Style of Architecture. 

From an architectural point of view, the 
selection of a style“ for the building has 
been a most happy one. For an edifice des- 
tined to contain artistic and mechanical 
works of ali classes and to be acencer for 
musical and dramatic culture, no more ap- 
propriate model could have been selected 
than that bearing the stamp of the birth- 
place of art—ltaly. : 

A closer classification of the design would 
place it under the head of a 
“MODERNIZED EXAMPLE OF THE NORTH 

ITALIAN RENAISSANCE. 
the style of Venice and Lombardy, when the 
force of the Gothic “revolution” of the mid- 
die ages was felt deeply enough to leave per- 
manent constructional features, though 
modified by an intermingling with the 
Romanesque ard clothed with classic detail. 

OF BRICK. , 

The building will be of brick. with stone, 
metal and terra cotta ornamentations, with 
a base of rustic pitch faced ashlar work, on 
all sides, of a height sufficient to raise the 
building from the ground; so as to prevent 
that squatty appearance which mars the 
beauty of so many of our public buildings, 
which are in many cases necessarily low in 
height in comparison to the immense ground 
surface covered. With the soft Romanesque 
outline in finely proportional divisions and 
an exquisite classic detail ornamentation, 
with enough American feeling in the execu- 
tion to give it individuality, the building 
bears the unmistakable stamp of the pur- 
pose for which it was intended. 

THE RUGGED BASEMENT, 
with its effective rustic treatment, 
the broad, heavy pilasters of 
first story effectually connect it with 
the Mechanical Arts Department, while 
the large finely decorated tracery win- 
dows, the graceful moulding of terra 
cotta ornamentation, with the soft 
broken outline of the roofs, reveal to 
the passer-by that here the more esthetic 
arts are also fostered. The most ignorant 
will have ne inclination to question the pur- 
pose of the building, as that will be obvious 
at first sight. The entrances are duly empha- 
sized by breaks in the outline with pedi- 
ments in the roof; and 

THE BROAD MARBLE STEPS 
form a pleasing and striking contrast to the 
rough ashiar wall. 

The brick work startsin a massive cut- 
stone base course, and is cut by the string 
and belt courses, and pierced by the circular 
top windows, the outer architraves of which 
are formed by moulded brick. 

THE OLIVE STREET FRONT, 
being the principal one, is the most rich in 
‘ 

design. The center entrance on this side, 
the main one to the building, is of highly or- 
namental polished granite, and consists of 
four large arched openings, through which 
the marbie steps continue until they reach 
the massive doors, on the level of the first 
floor, which open into the main vestibule. 

THE ARCHES 
over the openings spring from broad pil- 
asters with carved caps. Over this covered 
entrance is a balcony at the level of the sec- 
ond floor with an artistic stone balustrade, 
from each post of whieh rise gas standards 
of elaborate design. At the junction of the 
steps and area, coping in front of the main 
entrance, and on coping at platform of steps 
will be heavy 


and 
the 


GAS LANTERNS 
of richly ornamented bronze and plate glass. 
These and the balcony standards, when 
lighted, will place the main entrance in a 
brilliant flood of light. In the rear of the 
balcony is an immense tracery window that 
opens into the second story of the Music 
Hall. On either side of this window are large 
panels of decorative terra cotta work with 
spandrels of same at the sides of the arch. 
THE PROJECTION FOR THIS ENTRANCE 

is capped by a pediment, under the cornice 
of which are arranged Terra Cotta panels of 
various designs, andthe whole is crowned 
by a female figure 24 feet, in height, tepresen- 
ative of light, placed 131 feet above the level 
of the street. On either side of the central 
entrance separated from samo by a recessed 
portion of the wall, are | 

THE SIDE ENTRANCES, 
which tonsist of but one Opening, ame 
steps to which instead of continuing 
level of the main floor, before reac} 
doors, terminate on platforms be 
level of same, and a second flight 
the vestibule brings you on the ma 
THE PEDIMENTs. 
The ashlat of the basement stay js n 
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at these entrances by cut stone jambs, mak- 
ing a smooth finish for the doorway. These 
entrance projections, like the main one on 
this side, have tracery windows, with side 
panels and spandrels of terra cotta, and are 
capped with pediments on top of one of 
which stands a figure 14 feet high represent- 
ing Mechanuies“ and on the other one re- 
presenting „Arts,“ both about 
100 feet above the street. 
The roof of building showing on the sides 
of these pediments is crowned with heavy 
cresting. These figures will be made of 
white zine bronze which will defy the power 
of the elements for centuries to come. 

The returns on Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets are broken by projections, in the 
second story of which is a large panel formed 
by ornamental terra cotta wall tile with a 
brick center. The pediments have 

TERRA COTTA PANELS 

under the frieze of coruices and finish with 
finials. The window arches of the first story 
on this side and the returns spring from a 
terra cotta string course, the lower membei 
of which is decorated with finely-molded 
and foliated leaves. The belt course of the 
second story will be of cut stone with re- 
cessed pauels under the windows and a 
foliated terra cotta frieze and bed mold. 

ALL THE WINDOWS OF THE BUILDING 
except those in the recess between the en- 
trance pediments on Olive street have tran- 
soms of stained glass. ‘The latter have terra

cotta fillings, richly molded with beautiful | 
rosettes and finely carved renaissance foliage. 
The transom bars of all the windows are 
ornamented and supported in the center by 
a column with a carved cap. Over the side- 
entrance doors ou Olive street and those on 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets are 
stained-glass transoms. 
THE OLIVE STREET FRONT 

is symmetrical in design and well broken, 
and in spring, summerand autumn will be 
set off to good advantage by the green grass 
of the terrace, which is raised from the street 
six feet with a graceful slope from the 
building. On this front the various colors 
of the several materials employed will blend 
into a harmonious whole, the effect further 
heightened by the green terraced foreground, 
cut by the pure white of the marble entrance 
steps, 

THE RUGGED QUARRY-FACED ASHLAR 
of the basement of white St. Louis lime 
stone, divided atthe center entrance by the 
polished red Missouri granite, and on the 
sides by the soft gray of the cut stone base, 
and from the rich red of the brick work by 
the molded base of cut stone, also gray, will 
look more massive and strong in comparison 
to the smoothness of the adjoining materials. 

THE BRICK WORK 

will be relieved by the smooth warm tint of 
terra cotta ornamentation with the cut 
stone sill course of the second story, acting 
as a band around the whole building, the 
light terra cotta color of the cornices and 
pediments forming a strong contrast with 
the pure white of the statues. 

At the corner of Fourteenth and St. 
Charles streets is the entrance to the enter- 
tainment hall, with a large arched doorway, 
the arch resting on pilasters decorated with 
terra cotta panels. From the top of these 
pilasters spring brackets supporting a bal- 
cony and balustrade, with cluster lights on 
posts of balustrade. This entrance is 
finished at the roof line with a pediment, in 


the spandrel of which is a panel of terra 
cotta with the harp and laurel branches, 
and has in the second story a tracery window 
with terra cotta side paneis. 
THE MAIN NAVE 

of the exhibition hall, extending from Thir- 
teenth to Fourteenth streets, is given, ex- 
pression in the facades by projecting 
gables with entrances, tracery windows and 
terra cotta side panels to correspond with 
the other doorways, and are capped with 
pediments with terra cotta spandrels, repre- 
senting the mechanical trades, 

THE THIRTEENTH STREET FRONT 
has also a gable projection opposite the head 
of Locust street, thus offering a fine view to 
such as come up that street, St. Charles 
street side being what might be considered 
the rear, is treated in a plainer manner, 
though in keeping with the balance.

in that moral force which, wedded to per- 
eloquence, gave the victory to the 
Bishop. The Bishop sent to Lord Westbury 
the draft of the bill which he introduced into 
the House of Lords and which became a law 
in 1871, for enabling clergymen to resign 
their livings when incagacitated by age or 
infirmity from performifig their functions. 
Westbury’s reply was characteristic. Ue 
said he would cordiatiy support the bill, but 
added that he perceived the Bishop referred 
to ‘diseases of the mind.” ‘This, he said 
was a difficuity, because, in the first place, 
there should be no such thing as a di-ease ol 
the mind, and secondly, if there were, he 
had never yet meta clergyman, “with the 
exception of your Lords hip, who had a 
inind!’’ Westbury was no less severe upon 
his own profession, aud in the Lucianic dia- 
logue between him and Wilberforce, repre- 
sented as taking piace in Hades some ten 
years after their arrival, in reply to the 
Bishop’s somewhat caustic remark in an- 
swer to Westbury’s wondering why they had 
not met before: Hardly surprising to me my 
Lord. Ihave never sought—forgive me—the 
society of lawyers,” he says. Nor I. I 
found them but depressing company on 
earth, and though death could scarcely add 
to their dullness, it seems paradoxical to | 
suppose it would enliven them.“ Westbury 
had his revenge during his life for the casti- 
gations he received from the Bishop, for 
irom the remark he made after one of these 
speeches about the saponaceous eloguence of 
Wilberforce the latter got the popular appel- 
lation of “Soapy Sam.“ But even Westbury 
would, if living, be scandalized at the bad 
maoners of his descendants, who, according 
to reports, have outrivaled all that has béeu 
Written by our British censors concerning 
the vulgarities of the Yankees, even those 
on the outskirts of our civilization.

DIVERSIONS OF CLUB LIFE. 


Betting Games Without Cards Played 
in Windows Without Tables. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 

There is probably no club that has not its 
own peculiar game of chance. Some of them 
are very queer and unique. They always 
take precedence of such common games as 
poker, euchre, pin-pool or odd-and-even, be- 
cause they cau be played without cards and 
without attracting attention. One of these 
games was institutea in the Union Club in 
New York. It is called “nigger up and nig- 
ger down.“ ‘Those who would play it sat in 
tlie club bow window. Four men were a 
complement. The game was regulated by 
the number of colored citizens that waiked 
up and down the street. Oue player would 
take the pavement up on one side, another 
down on the same side, a third up on the 
other side and a fourth down. If a colored 
person passes by during the progress of the 
game it is like a winning hand at poker. Up 
er down or either side counts for some one 
player and he rakes in the pot. This game 
was at one time sucha mania among New 
York club meu that colored processions have 
been turned from their routes and paid lib- 
erally to pass certain club windows In cer- 
tain directions. On one occasion a club man 
paid $25 to the colored knights who were 
about to turn out to pass northward by the 
window.
